THE  VICTORIA  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 

BOMBAY 

for  the  year  ending  31st  March  1952. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  working  of  the 
Victoria  Memorial  School  for  the  Blind  for  the  50th  year  ending  with 
31st  March  1952. 

The  chief  aims  and  objects  of  the  Institution  are  to  ameliorate 
the  condition  of  the  blind  by  imparting  to  them  rudimentary  education 
on  the  principles  well  known  in  the  West  for  teaching  such  sightless 
persons,  and  training  them  in  suitable  handicrafts  to  enable  them  to 
earn  their  daily  bread  after  leaving  the  School  so  that  they  may  be 
prevented  from  poverty  and  begging  when  thrown  on  their  own 
resources. 

Literary  Education  is  imparted  through  Braille  which  is  the 
embossed  script  universally  used  for  the  training  of  the  blind.  The  media 
of  instructions  are  Marathi  and  Gujerati.  English  is  also  taught  side  by 
side.  The  literary  classes  are  from  the  primary  to  VII  Form.  However, 
there  is  a  bifurcation  from  the  IV  Form  and  only  those  who  are  consi¬ 
dered  fit  to  pursue  further  studies  are  permitted  to  complete  the  three 
upper  classes.  Useful  lessons  in  Arithmetic,  Geography,  History,  Object 
lessons  and  Nature  Study  etc.  are  also  given  to  develop  the  remaining 
senses  of  the  blind. 

Technical  Education  : — The  school  at  present  teaches  the  following 
handicrafts  : — 

Group  A  (i)  Cane  work,  (ii)  Net  Weaving,  (iii)  Sewing. 

Group  B.  Scientific  Massage. 

Group  C.  Scientific  Music  :  Instrumental  and  Vocal. 

The  School  has  made  adequate  provisions  to  see  that  the  inmates  are 
able  to  obtain  mastery  over  at  least  two  of  the  handicrafts  taught  at 
the  School  as  its  ultimate  aim  is  to  make  them  )ead  an  independant 
life  after  their  discharge  from  the  School.  The  handicrafts  taught  in 
Group  I  offer  very  little  difficulty  to  learn  while  for  Massage  only 
selected  boys  are  trained  as  it  requires  not  only  physical  fitness  but  also 
an  extra-ordinary  tactual  capacity  on  the  part  of  the  blind  to  apply  the 
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different  techniques  of  Massage  they  become  accomplished  in  for 
curative  purposes.  Music  brings  great  solace  to  the  blind  and  is  taught 
to  them  for  this  as  well  as  for  making  it  a  profession  for  a  good  many 
of  them. 

Physical  Education  : — The  blind  on  account  of  their  handicap  have 
lesser  opportunities  for  free  movements.  Hence  their  phj^sique  is 
comparatively  the  weaker.  The  School  has  a  trained  Physical  Instructor 
under  whose  supervision  the  inmates  practise  varied  exercises  and 
enjoy  games  like  Hu-tu-tu,  Tug  of  War,  Walking  with  Stilts,  Musical 
Chairs,  etc.  Indoor  games  such  as  Cards,  Solving  Puzzles,  Draughts  are 
a  happy  pass-time  for  them. 

The  number  of  pupils  on  the  Rolls  on  the  31st  March  1952  was  52 
while  the  actual  number  present  on  that  date  was  46.  Of  the  52  Pupils 
51  were  boarders  and  1  day  pupil.  The  average  daily  and  monthly 
attendance  was  44.8  and  51 .6  respectively. 

During  the  year  under  report  there  were  14  new  admissions  and  15 
withdrawals.

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Accommodation : — There  is  enough  accommodation  to  have 
about  100  boys  housed  in  the  School.  The  management  even  with 
inadequate  funds  at  hands  is  keen  on  inviting  applications  from  the 
parents  and  guardians  of  the  blind  boys  who  can  be  admitted  to  the 
School  to  reach  the  maximum  number.  The  school  undertakes  to 
provide  the  boys  with  mattresses,  pillows  etc.  A  Matron  is  in  charge  of 
the  dormitories  of  the  School  and  is  assisted  by  a  Dormitory  Hamal 
and  the  boys  themselves  in  keeping  the  rooms,  cots  etc.  neat  and  tidy. 
The  dormitories  are  quite  airy  and  decent. 

Examinations  : — Two  examinations  are  held  per  every  school 
year.’ — A  mid  terminal  apd  terminal.  Reports  on  the  progress  of  the 
inmates  are  communicated  to  their  parents  or  guardians  by  post. 

Annual  Inspection  : — The  School  was  inspected  twice  by  the 
Assistant  Director  of  Backward  Class  Welfare,  Thana  Circle,  Thana,  in 
June  and  in  September  1951  and  once  by  the  Educational  Inspector, 
Bombay  Division,  in  July  1951.  The  reports  submitted  by  the  Inspecting 
Officers  speak  very  favourably  of  the  good  work  done  by  the  School. 

Visitors  : — During  the  year  under  report  the  School  was  visited 
by  the  undermentioned  : — 

(i)  The  New  Flower  of  Jesus  High  School  on  22-7-1951.

(iv)  The  Students  of  the  Social  Service  League  on  22-8-1951. 

(v)  Commander  K.  B.  Godrej  kindly  inspected  the  School  Scout 
Troop  on  30th  July  1951. 

(vi)  Dr.  &  Mrs.  Harry  F.  Latshaw  visited  the  School  on  4th 
March  1952  and  saw  with  great  interest  the  various  activities 
of  the  School.  Dr.  Latshaw  is  the  Director  of  Special  Educa-' 
tion  Baltimore  Public  School,  U.S.A. 

(vii)  Two  ladies  of  American  Women’s  Club  visited  the  School  in 
March  and  went  round  all  the  departments  of  the  School. 
They  were  very  much  interested  in  the  work  of  the  School. 
This  Club  gives  an  annual  donation  to  the  School . 

Music  : — This  year  the  School  had  two  broadcasting  programmes, 
one  in  April  and  the  other  in  November  1951.  The  School  Orchestra 
was  also  invited  to  play  at  the  weddings  and  festival  functions  at  Khar 
and  Malad,  the  Victoria  Terminus,  The  Century  Mills,  Worli,  and  at 
Cusrow  Baug,  Colaba,  by  the  Sports  and  Welfare  League. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Principal,  Pandit  Chidanand  Nagarkar, 
B. Music,  Principal  of  the  Bharatiya  Sangit  Vidyalaya,  inspected  the 
Music  classes  of  the  School  and  helped  in  the  framing  of  the  courses  in 
Music.  Pandit  Nagarkar  has  offered  his  free  services  to  the  School  to 
organise  its  work  in  Music  for  which  the  School  is  very  grateful  to  him. 
On  several  occasions  some  of  the  boys  of  the  school  were  invited  to 
play  music  at  the  Bal  Mandir  Sahakar  Nivas. 

Shri  Pinakin  Trivedi  and  a  party  from  the  New  Era  High  Schoo  3 
entertained  the  boys  in  music  on  the  12th  February  1952. 

The  School  is  proud  to  record  the  appointments  of  Shri  Balvantrai 
Gulabrai  Bhat  and  Shri  Kanakrai  Trevedi,  the  ex-students  of  this 
School,  as  Vice-Principal  and  Music  Instructor  respectively  at  the 
Banaras  University  of  Music  of  which  Pandit  Omkarnath  is  the  Chief 
Director. 

One  of  the  students  named  Kantilal  Popatlal  Chavda  got  appoint¬ 
ment  in  the  New  School  for  the  Blind  in  Cutch  as  a  head  teacher  on  a 
very  handsome  salary  and  flew  from  Bombay  on  the  28th  August  1951 
to  take  charge  of  this  appointment. 

Outings : — During  the  course  of  the  year  the  boys  of  the  School 
had  the  following  outings  : — 

The  boys  had  a  full  day’s  very  enjoyable  outing  on  15th  April 
1951  at  Vajreshwari.  Many  of  the  boys  took  the  opportunity  to  bathe 
themselves  in  the  hot  springs. 

The  boys  had  a  picnic  on  the  pleasant  grounds  of  the  Aare  Colony 
in  November.  They  had  another  party  on  the  Juhu  beach  in  late 
February. 

Physiotherapy  Clinic  : — This  department  is  making  slow  and  steady 
progress.  The  possibilities  of  the  services  of  the  trained  blind  physio¬ 
therapists  are  being  gradually  recognised.  Last  year  one  of  the  School’s 
physiotherapists  was  employed  in  the  G.  T.  Hospital,  Bombay  ;  another 
is  employed  in  a  Nursing  Home  at  Poona,  two  others  are  working  inde¬ 
pendently  their  own  clinics  in  Ahmedabad.  Dr.  T.  P.  Vyas  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Honorary  Staff  is  taking  an  active  interest  in  the 
School’s  Clinic  and  is  providing  facilities  to  Shri  M.  J.  Shah,  the  physio¬ 
therapist  in  charge  of  the  School,  to  treat  certain  patients  at  his  dispen¬ 
sary  at  Juhu. 

On  December  11,  1951,  The  Bombay  Municipality  sent  its  doctors 
to  visit  the  School’s  clinic  and  to  report  on  its  working.  Their  report  is 
awaited. 
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The  School  Clinic  promises  to  make  further  progress  with  the  help 
of  its  ever  painstaking  instructor  Mr.  Adi  Jagosh  and  the  competent 
Honorary  statf  now  attached  to  it  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Jussawala,  N.  D.,  D.  O., 
D.  C.  (Lond),  Dr.  Rarnesh  C.  Desai,  M.  D.  (Lond),  Dr.  T.  P.  Vyas, 
M.  B.  B.  S.,  Dr.  Major  Erach  Modi,  i.M.s.(Retd)  and  Dr.  (Mrs) 
S.  D.  Davar. 

Scouting  : — Owing  to  some  pre-occupations  of  the  School’s  Hono¬ 
rary  Scout  Master,  the  Boy  Scouts  of  the  School  could  not  have  their 
usual  activities.  However,  the  Boy  Scouts  had  prepared  and  staged 
their  own  skit  on  the  occasion  of  the  School’s  First  Prize  Distribution 
Function  held  on  the  5th  August  1951.  Commander  K.  B.  Godrej 
paid  a  visit  to  the  school  to  see  the  work  done  by  the  blind  Scouts 
and  spoke  very  encouragingly  to  them  on  their  achievements. 

Educational  Museum: — This  is  being  equipped  slowly.  New  addi¬ 
tions  are  being  made  to  it  from  time  to  time. 

Finance: — During  the  period  covered  by  the  Report,  the  total 
receipts  from  different  sources  amounted  to  Rs.  37,085-3-1  as  against 
a  total  expenditure  of  Rs.  39,378-14-9  under  different  heads,  thus 
causing  a  deficit  of  Rs.  2,293-11-8.  If  the  amounts  of  depreciation  from 
the  value  of  the  buildings  and  its  equipment,  furniture  etc.,  were 
deducted  from  the  total  expenditure  there  would  have  been  a  surplus 
of  Rs.  311-10-2. 

Important  Events : — The  year  under  report  saw  some  very 
important  developments  in  the  Blind  welfare  work  in  general. 
A  Blind  Week  was  celebrated  for  the  dual  purposes  of  giving  publicity 
to  the  cause  of  the  blind  and  making  collections  for  the  proposed  work¬ 
shop  for  the  blind.  Competitions  among  the  institutions  for  the  blind 
in  various  items  including  Sports  were  held  and  our  School  carried 
away  the  Championship  Cup. 

An  All  India  Conference  for  the  Blind  was  convened  on  January 
19th,  20th  and  21st,  1952,  and  several  important  resolutions  were  passed 
at  its  sessions.  As  a  result  of  this  very  successful  Conference  a  National 
Association  for  the  Blind  was  formed  which  body  is  expected  hereafter 
to  represent  broadly  the  blind  and  their  problems.  The  Organisers  of 
the  Conference  had  a  misfortune  to  lose  under  very  tragic  circumstan¬ 
ces  the  valuable  services  of  Dr.  V.  K.  Bhandarkar,  Joint  Organising 
Secretary.  A  condolence  resolution  was  sent  to  Smt.  Sudha  Rhandar- 
kar  by  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School. 

The  Principal  of  the  School  was  awarded  the  United  Nations 
Fellowship  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Government  of  India 
to  study  for  about  five  months  the  blind  education  and  welfare  work 
in  United  Kingdom.  Fresh  knowledge  and  new  experiences  gained  by 
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him  on  account  of  his  visits  to  the  Institutions  in  the  U.  K.  and  Paris 
will  go  a  long  way  to  help  the  school  in  its  progressive  work  and  to 
advance  the  work  for  the  blind  in  general. 

The  School  had  its  First  Prize  Distribution  Function  on  the  25th 
August  1951  Avhen  Shri  Pestonji  P.  Kapadia,  the  Sheriff  of  Bombay, 
kindly  presided  and  distributed  the  prizes.  The  function  was  a  grand 
success  and  the  large  gathering  at  the  School  premises  on  that  day 
was  provided  a  good  variety  entertainment  by  the  students. 

Health  : — The  general  health  of  the  boys  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  minor  ailments  was  all  that  could  be  desired.  Every  boy  on  his 
admission  to  the  School  is  examined  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  at  the 
Sir  C.  J.  R.  Ophthalmic  Hospital  who  either  certifies  him  as  incurable 
or  gives  him  the  necessary  treatment  to  regain  or  save  his  sight  if  it  is 
found  possible  to  do  so.  The  Honorary  Medical  Officer  of  the  School, 
Dr.  E.  J.  Treasurywala,  L.M.&.S.  has  been  giving  free  medicines  to 
the  sick  whenever  necessary.  I  tender  ray  Committee’s  thanks  to  both 
of  them  and  Dr.  (Mrs)  Avasia,  Dentist,  for  the  honorary  services  that 
are  being  rendered  by  them  to  the  School. 

During  the  absence  of  the  Principal  abroad  for  about  six  months 
the  management  of  the  School  was  left  in  the  very  competent  hands  of 
Shri  R.  M.  Alpaiwala,  b.a.ll.b.,  Bar-at-Law,  who  together  with  his 
wife  Smt.  Alpaiwala,  rendered  very  valuable  services  to  the  School 
in  an  honorary  capacity.  Shri  Alpaiwala  did  his  level  best  to  give 
to  the  School  the  benefit  of  his  vast  experience  in  the  field  of  blind 
welfare  work.  He  was  able  to  persuade  several  of  his  friends  to  take 
an  interest  in  the  blind  boys  and  their  education  and  was  successful 
in  obtaining  services  of  some  of  them  to  give  honorary  work  to  the 
School. 

I  once  again  appeal  to  the  generous  public  to  give  liberally  to¬ 
wards  the  funds  of  the  School.  The  school  is  finding  very  difficult  to 
carry  on  with  its  work  of  the  welfare  of  the  blind.  The  School  has 
to  find  money  for  the  maintenance  of  the  blind  children  who  are  placed 
in  its  charge.  The  cost  of  living  shows  an  upward  trend  from  year  to 
year  and  has  become  a  problem  for  the  management  to  make  both 
ends  meet.  The  School  is  one  of  the  oldest  Blind  Schools  in  India  and 
has  been  rendering  unique  services  for  the  welfare  and  uplift  of  the 
unfortunate  visually  handicapped.
